On June 2, 1928, Comptroller General KeCarl , is- 
sued a circular entitled AVAILABILITY OF APPROPRIATIONS AKB APPLI- 
CATION OF TEE ACT OF KAY £B, 1928, HEADING THE CLAES IF I CAT ION ACT 
OF 1923, TO SALARIES OF CIVILIAN POSITIONS IN THE DISTRICT OF 
COLUMBIA AS OF July 1, 1928, wherein ie set forth as applying to 
Grade 24 nsder the net ah mn , as Antal pus tat ion of that JH1 with 
respeet to promotions In that fiede. Mr. Marl nlatn lx the re- 
ferred to circular as follows:

It would appear from Kr. KcOarl's interpretation 
of the Veleh Bill that if a person was at the top of Grade 14 with 
a salary specifically fixed by statute prior to July 1, 1928, at 
#7500 per annum, that person could he promoted to Grade 16 at an 
manual T»te of compensation uf #9, WO per year. 

In view of the fact that the basic qualif ieatione 
of Grades 14 and 25 are identical in most respects, the welch Bill 
would operate to promote the individual In Grade 14 to Grade 16 in 
that the said Welch Bill provides that "Wbanaver is any oass the 
basic qualifications of ax$r already existing grade or subdivision 
of a service are ty this Act made the basic qualifications of a higher 
grade or subdivision, the positions of all eiqployees in said existing 
grade or subdivision are hy this Act advanced to said higher grade or 
subdivision of a service."

A person In Grade 14 under original statute, 
that is, the Classification Act, oould not by the Welch Bill 
fee promoted to fixed* 16 in that Ur. McCarl rules that only posi- 
tions which are or nay he specifically authorised or appropriated 
for at annual rates of compensation in excess of $9,000 mey he 
in Grade 16, 


Grade 14 of the Welch Bill if ae follows: 

"Grade 14 in this eerrlce, which may he referred to ae the execu- 
tive grade, shall include all elaseeB of positions the duties of 
which are to act as assistant head of one of the largest and most 
Important bureaus, or to act as head of a major bureau, in ease 
professional or scientific training is not required, or to euper- 
Tise the design of systems of accounts for use by pr irate corpora- 
tions subject to regulation by the United States, or to act as 
the technical consultant to a department head or a commission of 
hoard in connection with technical or fiscal matters, or to perform 
of wivdlax taporteoee. 4 if faculty, and xasponeibUity. 

"The annual rates of compensation for positions In this gr a de Ohall 
be $6,600, $7,000, and $7,500, unless a higher rate is specifically 
authorised by lav." 

Grade 15 of tbs Welch BJLll Is as follows: 

"Grade 15 in this service , -which say be referred to as the wwnlOT 
executive grade, shall Include all Clawsew of positions , tbs dalles 
of which axe to act ae the head of one of the largest and most im- 
portant bureaus, in case professional or ociwntific training If not 
required, or to perform work of similar importance, difficult, emd 
responsibility. 

"The annual rates of compensation for positions in this grade shall 
^be $8,000, $6,500 , and $S,000,_unless a higher rote is specifically 
authorised hy law." - 


Therefore, it would appear that those persons whose 
rates of compensation were fixed by statute prior to July 1, 1928, are 
entitled to the benefits of the welch £111.

Hathan^and Mr. Hughejiwould accordingly be classified in grade 
14, Mr. MacTarland In grade 1 2. Mr. Caldwell also suggests 
that you confer with Ur. Marshall as soon as possible in a ef- 
fort to determine the probable decision of the Attorney Gener- 
al in this respect and so that our classification sheets may 
be submitted in due time. 

A preliminary study of the possibility of classify- 
ing the eligible portion of the field service in professional 
grades indicates tnat we would hare some difficulty in classi- 
fying our atm in the professional grades relative to the cler- 
ical, administrative and fiscal grades which they now occupy.

The difficulty in this question of classifying the 
field service, however, rests an the fact that the work of 
the Bureau is act only highly specialised, but Is unique and 
defies classification according to the existing specifications 
and precedents established by the Personnel Classification 
Board. A thorough study Bill be made of this matter in order 
that we determine whether or not it will be possible to 
convert the Personnel Classification board to our ideas, so 
that we might maintain eur existing salary ranges under pro- 
fessional classification.

On the 15th of April, 1922, 1 had the honor of 
appointment SB Referee in Ba nkr uptcy for the Western Division of the 
Western District of Tennessee. 

At that tine, as the records of the Court will establish, 
axonkad bankruptcies were running riel. Awe Quite a good deal ■to the 
Act that the then Beferee took so interest is mpnertaking tee curb 
them, and, further, that he was a nan of no experience whatever in thai 
line of work. At the tlmeof my appointment there was a branch of 
your -Bureau Mere under the direction of Mr. Towler. whoae headquarters 
were, as now, in Nashville. I immediately availed myself of the 
•erviceB of that branch, and eo long as it continued is exietaace we 
bad great success in the apprehension and oozrvletion of criminal bankrupts 

This lasted about a year and then the Memphis br&noh 
became Aieorganlied. which situation continued for about a year, During 
that time there was another outbreak of outrageous frauds, end we 
were able to make very little headway In our oaap&lgn for the suppression 
of this class of offenders, because these dishonest bankrupts knew as 
well as ws did that the Bureau only occasionally had a representative 
here and was crippled. 


Then you beoame Chief of the Bureau and life was again 
injeoted into the campaign. Since your inouabenoy, and because of the 
Interest you have taken in these matters, we have had only one eerleus 
ease. That oase was promptly and moat efficiently investigated, with 
the result that there were developed facte which make out an absolutely 
perfect case, and the offender is now under indlotment, with the 
certainty of conviction, 

khe fact of Jthe sssistsnos, Activity ahd efficiency 
of your Bureau is so wsll known to those inclined to violate the penal 
section of the Bankruptcy law that they have become afraid to experiment 
with it. in fact, 1 an able to say that in this Division your Bureau

returned without being cashed, it would seem to confirm 
the idea that the money should be paid to the Treasury. 
In any event, the check was the money whioh we put in 
our Special Fund, In exchange fox our check.
